I ffhd- ‘hat the hogs get great satis- 


ing, except in the winter, at which 
season they are content to drink from 
the sides. My cement wallow is ten 
feet long, five feet. wide and twelve 
inches deep, inside measurements, and 


beyond each side, so that the waHow- 
will not get so muddy. Though the 
hogs manage to carry some mud to it, 
I-find that it .can be cleaned out very 
easily every few weeks.
